Evacuation Shelter 1: 1980 Kolo Rd. To Kilauea Elementary School 2440 Kolo Rd. Kilauea, HI 96754
Approximately 1 mile - Head Sovth on Kolo Rd. (0.3 mi) Tvrn Right to Stay on Kolo Rd. (0.7 mi) Tin-n
Right, Destmafum wi!/ be on the nght.
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Evacuation Shelter2: /980 Kolo Rd. To Kilauea Neighborhood Center, 4260 Keneke St, Kilauea, HI
96754 - HeadSoulh on Kolo Rd. (0.3 mi) Turn Right to Stay on Kolo Rd. (0.7 mi) Tvrn Right onto Kilauea
Rd. (0.4 mi) Turn Right onto Keneke St. (318ft.) Twn Left, and then slight right to Destination on the left.
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What to do when evacuating:

1. Gather water, food, clothing, emergency supplies, and insurance / financial records.
2. Wear protective clotliing and sturdy shoes.
3. Secure your home.
4. Turn offthe maill water valve aild electricity, if instructed to do so.
5. Let others know where you are going.
6. Leave early enough to avoid being trapped by severe weather.
7. Follow recommended evacuation routes.
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
